WILSON DICTATES 
LETTER ON LABOR 


Takes Hand in National Industrial Con- 


ference to Avert Break. 


Washington, Oct. 21. — President 


Wilson, despite his Illness, was un- 
derstood to be preparing today to 
take a hand In the national Industrial 
conference In an effort to avert a 
fcreak which Is threatened as a result 
of the inability of the capital and 
labor groups to reach a satisfactory 
agreement on the collective bargain- 
Ing issue 


DICTATES LETTER. 


In a 600-word iDtter to Secretary 


Lane, chairman of the conference, 
dictated from his sickbed, tho pres- 
ident outlined his views as to the 
conference situation. The letter was 
Immediately despatched to Mr. Lane, 
•who, It was explained, was to use it 
It his discretion. 


LETTER NOT PRESENTED. 


The conference was not in session 


When Mr. Lane received the commu- 
nication, having met at 10.15 a.m 
end adjourned at the request of the 
labor group after two resolutions had 
been presented. 
It was said the 


letter might not be presented to the 
conference immediately, but held ,n 
reserve to be used only when danger 
of the conference breaking up be- 
came acute. 


SIGNED WITH PENCIL. 


The serious situation in the con- 


ference was reported to the presi- 
dent early today after a conference 
between Chairman Lane. Secretar> 
.Wilson of the labor department; Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, chairman of the pub- 
lic group; 
Thomas L. Chadbourne 


chairman of the committee of fif- 
teen, and Secretary Tumulty.

president 
immediately dictated the ' 


letter to a stenographer, and signed I 
it with a lead pencil. 
| 


ON THE BIAS. 


The president's signature was writ- 


ten on the bias across the sheet and I 
apparently his hand was somewhat 
shaky when he signed It. Mr. Tum- 
ulty immediately left for the Pan- 
American building, where the con- 
ference sits, to present the letter to 
31 r. Lane. 


WILL MAKE PROGRAM.

THREATS NOT GENUINE.

"threatening letters." Mr. O'Brien said 
that if any Irishmen were responsi- 
ble for them, "they do not represent' 
genuine Irish feeling," and suggest- 
ed that the letters originated with 
enemies of Ireland. 


Taking up the senator's assertion 


that the Irish had exaggerated the 
part their race played In the Revo- 
lutionary war, Mr. O'Brien quoted 
from official documents In the gov- 
ernment archives In London, photo- 
graphic copies of which he said he 
enclosed, to show that the British 
commanders In 
the 
Revolutionary 


war regarded the Irish In America 
as their "most serious antagonists." 


IRISH IN REVOLUTION. 


He also said he had "found abund- 


ant evidence to show that Irish sold- 
iers In the British army took every 
opportunity of 'deserting to the reb- 
els,' " and added that he had found 
that at least 3S per cent of "the 
American army of liberty were of 
Irish birth or of Irish descent." 


"Of one hundred surnames of an 


ancient Irish origin. I have counted 
on the rolls of the Revolutionary 
army a total of 12,293," he wrote, 
adding that there were nearly 1,509 
officers of Irish blood and that Gen- 
eral Washington chose as his aides 
a number of natives of Ireland and 
sons of Irish immigrants.

The anti-Bolshevik! reached a point 
near Luga last week, but since that 
tim» there has been no indication 
that the railroad has been crossed at 
any point south of Gatchina, which 
is admitted to be in the hands of the 
Yudenltch army. 


Soviet forces seem still to ba hold- 


ing the costal region west of Fetro- 
grad, a Helsingfors dispatch telling 
of a duel between an antl-Bolshevikl 
fleet and the fort at Krasnaia Gorka. 
A great fire, accompanied by an ex- 
plosion, was observed after the bat- 
tle, but It is paid it may have been 
at Oranlenbaum, a village 
about 


twelve miles east ol Krasnaia Gorka. 


DENIKINE'S LINE. 


Kiev, which was occupied by Bol- 


shevlkl troops last week, has been at- 
tacked by General Denlklne's Cos- 
sacks, who have forced the Reds out 
of most of the city. Fighting was still 
goi ig on there last Friday. 


Nearer the center of General Denl- 


klne's line the soviet armies have 
assayed a counter offensive, launch- 
Ing an attack at Kronu, seventeen 
miles southwest of Orel. This attack 
was completely defeated, according 
to an official report. 


Southeast ot Orel, the Bolshevik! 


have suffered a disastrous defeat, an 
official report says. This battle took 
place west of the Khopher river, the 
most Important tributary of the Don 
It is said that volunteer troops of the 
Denlklne army are following up their 
advantage In this region. 


IN SIBERIA. 


Kolchak troops on 
the 
Siberian 


front are said to have met with a re- 
verse, losing quite heavily. In fight- 
ing near Kurgan. 
This report If 


confirmed, would seem to throw some 
doubt on recent reports that the Bol- 
shevik! are rapidly retreating on the 
eastern front. As late as Oct. 9, Kur- 
gan was in the hands of the Bol- 
shevik). 


ASK V, S. FOB FOOD. 


Stockholm, Oct. 21. — The United 


States minister here, I. N. Morris 
has received a request by telegraph 
from General Yudenltch and Premier 
Llanozow of the government of North- 
west 
Russia,

States to send food and other necces- 
slties for Petrograd, which General 
Yudenltch said he expected to take 
today. 
The request was forwarded 


to Washington.

Jose Meakany, a Mexico City capital- 
ist, with the support of General Ra- 
mon Irube, governor of Slnaloa. The 
land Is declared to be extremely fer- 
tile and the plan Is being backed by 
Germab banks here.

Ing wrongs against the working man. 
Mr McDonald advocated the co-opera- 
tive movement as a means of reduc- 
ing the cost of living, excoriated the 
fifty-first general assembly for al- 
leged anti-labor legislation and de- 
clared unionism roust look to the com- 
ing Illinois constitutional convention 
for relief. 


NEW LOCALS. 


Citing the addition of 175 new loc- 


als in the course of the past year, 
President McDonald said the fear of 
some that the "federation of labor 
was nearlng dissolution as a result 
of the decision to go Into politics" 
appeared to be groundless. ' 


In urging political activity on the 


part of organized labor, McDonald 
called attention to the approaching 
election, November 4, when delegates 
are to be named to the state consti- 
tutional 
convention "next January. 


Specifically 
mentioning labors ad- 


vocacy of the Initiative and referen- 
dum as a-constltutional right, he re- 
ferred to the convention as a test be- 
tween the forces of labor and capital. 


"Stripped of all side Issues," ne de- 


clared, "the contest In the coming 
constitutional convention is whether 
the convention will be dominated by 
truetlfed Interests of the country or 
controlled by the great mass of com- 
mon people who pay the taxes and ilo 
the necessary, useful work in every 
line of activity." • 


CO-OPERATION. 


Mr. McDonald explained the co- 


operative movement as Intended "to 
build on the basis with the great 
mass of people not only taking part 
In the management but selecting in 
a democratic way the foreman, mana- 
gers and those In charge." 


Dealing briefly with education anfl 


the public press Mr. McDonald de- 
clared "the big dally papers have ad- 
optt' the policy of standing back of 
every 
employing concern 
when a 


strike takes place." 


S"o long as the press must rely 


on the patronage and advertising of 
big business,," he added "we will have 
to tolerate this sort of opposition. 
There are two ways whereby we could 
express out opposition to this unfair 
management. 
One Is to encourage 


and build up our own press, th» other 
Is to avoid the concerns that do,the 
advertising, as the cost of advertis- 
ing Is added to the goods bought."

COMPROMISE ON 
TREATY POSSIBLE 


Say* Unionism Is Under 


Leadership Seeking One 


Sided Control. 


Washington, Oct. 21.—Unionism un- 


der Its present leadership was at- 
tacked In the Senate today by Senator 
Frellnghuysen, Republican, New Jer- 
sey, 
as a "new autocracy" tending 


toward Bolshevism. 


Criticizing the demands of the bi- 


tuminous coal miners for a five-day 
week and increased wages, Senator 
Frellnghuysen, who Is chairman of 
the Senate, committee. Investigating 
the coal strike, called upon American 
public opinion to scotch a movement 
which he feared would result In class 
government. 


DEMANDS INORDINATE. 


The New Jersey senator said the 


demands of the miners, half of them 
aliens, wore "inordinate" and could 
not be granted, as they would result 
In decreased production and an in- 
crease In price to the consumer from 
J2 to $2.50 a ton. 


"Is the United States ready to be 


dictated to by these men?" he asked. 


END AUTOCRACY. 


"The time has come to put an end 


to this new autocracy," said the sen- 
ator. "Unless this Intolerable condi- 
tion can be rectified; unless some 
means can be found to prevent Im- 
position of such unthinkable demands 
and penalties; unless collective bar- 
gaining can be continued in an or- 
derly manner and with due regard 
to the public welfare and comfort, a 
new remedy must be applied the rem- 
edy of making labor amendable to the 
same extent as capital to the laws of 
the United States." 


OTHER STRIKES. 


Referring to the steel strike, the 


New York longshoremen's strike, the 
Boston police strike, the New York 
pressmen's strike and other 
labor 


disturbances, Senator Frellnghuysen 
said: 


"Where will this striking frenzy 


stop? Unless a halt Is called we shall j 
reach a state of anarchy infinitely I 
worse than the autocracy of Ger- j 
many. This Is class government and 
not democracy.

Any citizen who seeks to 
advance the Interest of himself and 
his associates at the expense of the 
general public Is not a patriotic cit- 
izen.

We cannot permit that In America 
and still preserve our democratic In- 
stitutions. 


"Labor unionism should be upheld 


for one primary principle to obtain 
and maintain justice for the man 
who earns his bread by the sweat of 
his brow; but when the power of or- 
ganization Is employed to impose In- 
justice against all other classes of 
society, the law of the land should he 
Invoked to -prevent the abuse of such 
power, or laws enacted that will do 
this." 


HAY HASTEN RATIFICATION, 


Washington. Oct. 21—Taking notlc* 


of reports that the United States 
might aid In carrying out provision! 
of the peace treaty In advance of th« 
treaty's ratification by the Senate, 
the administration announced yester- 
day that American diplomatic and 
military participation In certain of 
these provisions must wait until the 
Senate has acted. 


DECLARATIONS 


At the state department it was de- 


clared this government would not ac- 
cept the invitation of the supreme 
council at Versailles to take a place 
immediately on the international com- 
missions set up by the treaty, and 
at the war department it was made 
clear that no American troops would 
ba ised without Senate sanction to 
police districts where the treaty pro- 
vides for plebiscites Under the mili- 
tary supervision of the great power«. 


The two announcements were, made 


simultaneously and generally v/ere 
accepted In the senate, where the pos- 
sibility of premature American par- 
ticipation in the treaty has been one 
of the storm centers of criticism, aft 
amounting to an administration dec- 
laration of policy on the subject.
